PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  6  of 
the  “  Health  Act,”  being  chapter  141  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,”  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  approve  the  following  regulations 
governing  the  sanitation  of  barber-shops  and 
beauty-parlours: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  SANITA¬ 
TION  OF  BARBER  SHOPS  AND 
BEAUTY-PARLOURS 

(Made  Pursuant  to  Section  6,  Subsection  (28), 
of  the  “  Health  Act  ”) 

Section  1 . — Interpretation 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“Approved  ”  means  approved  in  writing  by  the 
Medical  Health  Officer: 

“Attendant  ”  means  and  includes  a  barber  as  de¬ 
fined  in  the  “  Barbers  Act  ”  and  a  hairdres¬ 
ser  as  defined  in  the  “Hairdressers  Act”: 

“  Common  use  ”  means  the  use  of  an  article  or 
thing  on  more  than  one  person  without  it 
being  thoroughly  cleaned,  laundered,  or 
sterilized  after  each  consecutive  use: 

“  Local  Board  ”  means  the  Local  Board  of 
Health  as  defined  in  the  “Health  Act”: 

“  Medical  Health  Officer  ”  means  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  as  defined  in  the  “  Health 
Act 

“  Operator  ”  means  the  owner  or  manager  con¬ 
ducting  a  shop: 

“  Shop  ”  means  any  barber-shop,  beauty-parlour, 
including  schools  and  colleges,  hairdressing 
establishments,  manicuring-parlours,  and 
similar  places  wherein  the  business  of 
shaving,  clipping,  cutting,  trimming,  singe¬ 
ing,  shampooing,  massaging,  manicuring, 
dressing,  adorning,  or  beautifying  the  hu¬ 
man  hair,  face,  scalp,  or  hands  is  conducted 
for  fee,  charge,  or  hire. 

Section  2. — Application 

These  regulations  shall  apply  to  all  premises  as 
defined  in  these  regulations. 

Section  3. — Delegation  of  Duties 

The  Medical  Health  Officer  may  delegate  duties 
to  Sanitary  Inspectors  or  other  qualified  representa¬ 
tives  that  may  be  appointed  by  the  Local  Board 
for  the  carrying-out  of  the  provisions  of  the  regula¬ 
tions. 

Section  4. — Inspection 

Every  shop  shall  be  inspected — 

(a)  And  approved  before  commencing  business: 

( b )  Before  alterations  are  made  or  additional 
chairs  are  installed: 

(c)  As  often  as  required  thereafter  but  not  less 
frequently  than  once  per  year. 


Section  5. — Water-supply 

An  adequate  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  shall 
be  provided  at  all  times  for  operating  and  cleaning 
purposes.  The  hot-water  receptacles  shall  contain 
not  less  than  five  (5)  gallons,  and  shall  be  con¬ 
nected  with  a  wash-basin. 

Section  6. — Floors,  Walls,  and  Ceilings 

Floors,  walls,  and  ceilings  shall  be  of  such  ma¬ 
terials  as  to  be  easily  cleaned,  and  shall  be  kept 
in  a  clean  condition. 

Section  7. — Lighting 

Every  shop  shall  be  illuminated  to  the  equivalent 
of  thirty  (30)  foot-candles. 

Section  8. — Toilet  and  Lavatory  Facilities 

(a)  Clean  and  adequate  toilet  facilities  shall  be 
available  for  attendants;  provided  that  where  no 
pressure  water  system  is  available,  sanitary  privies 
shall  be  installed  in  an  approved  manner. 

(b)  Adequate  and  convenient  hand-washing  fa¬ 
cilities  shall  be  provided,  including  hot  water,  soap, 
and  approved  sanitary  towels. 

Section  9. — Plumbing  and  Sewage 

All  plumbing,  drainage,  and  sewerage  shall  be 
constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
Provincial  plumbing  regulations  and  the  municipal 
plumbing  by-law  applicable  thereto. 

Section  10. — Premises 

Every  shop  shall  be  in  a  room — 

(a)  Entirely  separate  from  any  room  used  for 
living,  dining,  or  sleeping  purposes: 

( b )  Entirely  separate  from  any  store,  eating  and 
drinking  place,  or  other  business;  provided 
that  the  sale  of  hairdressing-supplies, 
beauty-supplies,  tobacco,  newspapers,  con¬ 
fection  in  sealed  packages,  and  shoe-shin¬ 
ing  is  permissable  in  conjunction  with  such 
shop: 

(c)  Of  a  minimum  width  of  ten  (10)  feet  and 
shall  have  a  minimum  floor  area  of  one 
hundred  (100)  square  feet  for  the  first 
chair  and  fifty  (50)  square  feet  for  each 
additional  chair. 

Section  11. — Instruments,  Equipment,  and  Sup¬ 
plies 

(a)  Except  as  may  be  provided  hereafter,  no 
common-use  article  shall  be  used  on  any  person 
except  the  temporary  covering  placed  over  the 
clothing,  The  temporary  cover  shall  not  touch  any 
skin  about  the  face  and  neck,  and  shall  have  a 
clean  guard  for  each  customer  consisting  of  a 
clean  cloth,  towel,  or  soft  paper  wrap  around  the 
neck-line. 

( b )  After  final  use  on  each  customer- — 

(i)  Shaving-mugs  and  shaving-brushes  shall  be 
thoroughly  rinsed  with  hot  water: 

(ii)  Brushes,  combs,  clippers,  and  scissors  shall 
be  cleaned  of  all  loose  hair: 

(iii)  Razors  and  tweezers  shall  be  rinsed  and 
sanitized  by  dipping  for  one  minute  in  a  ten 
(10)  per  cent  solution  of  commercial  for¬ 
malin  or  other  approved  sanitizing  agent. 

(c)  A  separate  and  clean  towel  shall  be  used 
for  each  customer. 

(d)  The  head-rest  shall  be  covered  with  a  clean 
cloth  or  paper  towel  prior  to  use  by  each  customer. 

(<?)  Alum  or  other  material  used  to  stop  the 
flow  of  blood  shall  be  applied  in  powdered  or 
liquid  form,  and  shall  be  applied  with  a  disposable 
applicator. 

(/)  No  powder-puff,  sponge,  or  wet  duster  shall 
be  used. 

Section  12. — Customer  and  Attendant  Hygiene 

(a)  Every  attendant  shall  wear  a  clean  garment 
of  washable  light-coloured  material  covering  all 
clothing  above  the  hips. 

(b)  The  hands  of  every  attendant  shall  be 
washed  with  soap  and  water  prior  to  serving  each 
customer. 
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(c)  No  attendant  suffering  from  a  communi¬ 
cable  disease  shall  be  employed  in  any  shop. 

(cl)  The  operator  or  attendant  shall  have  the 
right  to  refuse  service  to  a  customer  affected  with 
a  visible  skin  or  scalp  eruption. 

(e)  When  any  customer  affected  with  a  skin  or 
scalp  eruption  is  served — 

(i)  The  attendant  shall,  immediately  after  hand¬ 
ling  such  customer,  thoroughly  wash  his 
hands  with  soap  and  hot  water  and  disin¬ 
fect  his  hands  with  alcohol  seventy  (70)  to 
eighty  (80)  per  cent,  or  corrosive  sublimate 
one  (1)  to  one  thousand  (1,000),  or  some 
other  equally  efficient  and  approved  disin¬ 
fectant: 

(ii)  The  instruments  used  on  such  customers, 
including  shaving-mugs,  shaving-brush,  hair¬ 
brush,  and  comb,  shall  be  thoroughly 
washed  and  disinfected;  brushes  shall  be 
immersed  in  the  disinfectant  used  for  three 
minutes. 

Section  13. — Bath  Facilities 

All  bath-tubs  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with 
water  and  detergent  by  the  attendant  after  each 
use. 

Section  14. — General 

(a)  Where  no  provision  is  made  in  these  regu¬ 
lations  for  any  state,  conditions,  or  other  things 
found  to  exist  in  any  shop,  the  Medical  Health 
Officer  may  order  the  operator  as  to  the  best  means 
to  adopt  to  secure  proper  sanitation  and  hygienic 
conditions  in  the  shop. 

( b )  Where  a  condition  exists  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer,  is  a  menace 
to  public  health,  the  Medical  Health  Officer  may 
order  the  operator  to  close  such  shop  until  the 
requirements  set  forth  in  the  order  have  been  com¬ 
plied  with.  Any  person  who  continues  to  operate 
a  shop  after  such  closing  order  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  infraction  of  these  regulations,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter  imposed  by  the 
“  Health  Act.” 

(c)  Every  operator  of  a  shop  who  operates  a 
shop  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
provided  in  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
infraction  of  these  regulations. 

(cl)  Every  person  who  does  an  act  forbidden  or 
prohibited,  or  fails  to  do  an  act  required  of  him, 
by  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction 
of  these  regulations. 

Section  15. — Posting  of  Regulations 

The  operator  of  every  shop  shall  cause  a  legible 
copy  of  sections  11,  12,  and  13  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  a  prominent 
place  in  the  shop.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

Respecting  Gas-fitters,  Contractors,  and  Dealers,” 
made  by  authority  of  Order  in  Council  No.  1853, 
approved  August  11th,  1954,  and  amended  by 
Order  in  Council  No.  2816,  approved  December 
13th,  1954,  be  further  amended,  as  follows: — 

1.  By  adding  clause  (vi)  to  subsection  7  ( b ), 
after  clause  (v),  as  follows: — 

“(vi)  To  the  owner  of  a  single-family  dwelling, 
presently  occupied  by  such  owner,  to  do 
gas-fitting  on  the  premises.” 

2.  By  inserting  the  following  sections  21,  23,  25, 
27,  and  29,  after  section  19,  and  under  the  heading 
“  Contractors  ”: — 

“21.  Licences. — (a)  No  contractor  shall  under¬ 
take  the  work  of  installation  or  repair  of  any  gas 
equipment  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  unless  he 
holds  a  valid  and  subsisting  contractor’s  licence. 

“(b)  No  gas-fitter  shall  undertake  the  work  of 
installation  or  repair  of  any  gas  equipment  within 
the  scope  of  the  Act  unless  he  is  working  under  a 
licensed  contractor  or  he  himself  is  the  holder  of 
a  contractor’s  licence. 


“27.  Liabilities  of  Contractors. — (a)  If  an  In¬ 
spector  finds  that  any  gas  installation  or  any  gas 
equipment  does  not  comply  with  the  Act  or  regula¬ 
tions,  the  Inspector  may  order  the  contractor  to 
make  the  necessary  alterations  within  a  specified 
time. 

“(b)  The  failure  of  a  contractor  to  conform  to 
any  provisions  of  the  Act  or  regulations,  or  any 
order,  direction,  or  requirement  of  any  Inspector, 
is  cause  for  which  the  licence  of  such  contractor 
may  be  suspended. 

“(c)  If  the  Inspector  finds  that  the  necessary 
alterations  ordered  under  subsection  (a)  have  not 
been  made,  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor  may  send 
notice  of  the  defective  work  under  the  surety  of  the 
contractor’s  bond,  and  may  therein  specify  a  rea¬ 
sonable  time  within  which  the  defects  shall  be 
remedied. 

“  29.  Responsibilities  of  Contractors. — (a)  No 
contractor  holding  a  contractor’s  licence  shall  order 
or  permit  any  apprentice  or  other  employee  or 
person,  not  being  the  holder  of  a  gas-fitter’s  licence, 
to  perform  any  work  to  which  the  Act  applies, 
except  as  an  assistant  to  and  under  the  supervision 
of  a  licensed  gas-fitter  continuously  engaged  upon 
the  same  piece  of  work. 

“(b)  No  person,  whether  an  apprentice  or  other 
employee  or  not,  who  is  not  the  holder  of  a  gas- 
fitter’s  licence  shall  perform  any  work  to  which 
the  Act  applies  for  a  contractor  holding  a  con¬ 
tractor’s  licence,  except  as  an  assistant  to  and  under 
the  supervision  of  a  licensed  gas-fitter  continuously 
engaged  upon  the  same  piece  of  work. 

“(c)  No  person  who  is  a  partner  of  a  firm 
holding  a  contractor’s  licence  but  who  is  not  him¬ 
self  the  holder  of  a  gas-fitter’s  licence  shall  perform 
any  work  to  which  the  Act  applies,  except  as  an 
assistant  to  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  licensed 
gas-fitter  continuously  engaged  upon  the  same  piece 
of  work.”

“2.1.0  Application  for  Permit. — (a)  Applica¬ 
tion  for  a  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Local  Inspector,  giving  a  description  of  the  work 
to  be  done  and  particulars  of  the  number  and  kind 
of  appliances,  and  the  size  and  length  of  house¬ 
piping,  and  the  size,  length,  kind,  and  location  of 
the  vent  to  be  installed  or  altered. 

“(b)  Application  for  a  permit  shall  be  made 
either  by  a  person  who  is  the  holder  of  an  unex¬ 
pired  gas-fitter’s  licence  or  of  an  unexpired  con¬ 
tractor’s  licence,  or  by  an  accredited  representative 
of  a  licensed  contractor. 
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“(c)  The  fee  for  a  permit  may  be  fixed  by  the 
municipality  in  which  there  is  a  Local  Inspector. 
In  municipalities  and  areas  where  there  is  no  Local 
Inspector,  the  fee  for  a  permit  shall  be  $1.50  for 
each  appliance,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  $3,  plus 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Inspector.” 

3.  By  striking  out  all  of  subsection  (a)  of  sec¬ 
tion  2.1.1,  and  substituting  the  following: — 

“2.1.1  ( a )  Before  Commencing  an  Installa¬ 
tion. — Before  any  person  commences  an  installa¬ 
tion  or  alteration  of  any  house-piping,  appliances, 
or  vent  in  any  premises,  he  shall  be  the  holder  of 
a  permit  issued  by  the  Local  Inspector  for  such 
work.”

7.  By  renumbering  the  present  section  2.5.1  as 
subsection  (a)  and  adding  subsection  ( b )  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 

"(b)  Gaskets. — Gasket  material  shall  be  either 
leather  or  neoprene,  or  other  approved  material. 
In  no  instance  shall  it  be  a  rubber  compound.” 

8.  By  striking  out  all  of  section  2.9.2,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following: — 

"2.9.2  Shut-off  Valves  for  All  Gas  Outlets. — 
All  gas  outlets  shall  be  provided  with  a  shut-off 
valve.

“Outlets  of  114 -inch  iron-pipe  size  or  larger 
shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  lever-handled 
or  square-headed  shut-off  valve  of  the  ground  plug 
type,  made  of  good-quality  brass,  and  shall  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  check-pin  or  stop-key,  and  shall  be 
easy  to  operate.  If  the  square-headed  valve  is 
used,  it  shall  be  equipped  with  a  separate  valve 
wrench. 

“  Industrial  outlets  of  3-inch  iron-pipe  size  or 
larger  shall  be  provided  with  a  good-quality  ground 
plug  valve,  or  an  approved  valve  may  be  used 
providing  the  gland  has  suitable  packing. 

“  Every  valve  must  test  tight  under  two  and  a 
half  times  maximum  working-pressure  or  10  pounds 
pressure,  whichever  is  the  greater.  This  valve  shall 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  general  house-piping, 
and  shall  be  located  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
proposed  location,  on  the  meter  side  of  the  union 
of  the  appliance,  but  in  any  event  it  shall  be  easily 
accessible.  Where  tubing  is  installed,  a  shut-off 
valve  shall  be  installed  at  a  point  where  the  tubing 
is  connected  to  the  piping. 

“  No  vaseline,  oils,  or  greases,  soluble  in  natural 
or  liquid  petroleum  gases,  shall  be  used  to  lubri¬ 
cate  gas-valves.” 

9.  By  inserting  section  4.3.7  after  section  4.3.6, 
as  follows: — 

“4.3.7  Side-arm  Water-heaters. — No  side-arm 
water-heaters  shall  be  installed  unless  a  temperature 
pressure  relief  is  installed  on  the  tank.” 

10.  By  striking  out  all  of  section  5.1.1,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following: — 

“5.1.1  (a)  Appliances  Required  to  Be  Vented. 

— Appliances  of  the  following  types  shall  be  flue  or 
vent  connected  or  provided  with  other  approved 
means  for  exhausting  the  flue  gases  to  the  outside 
atmosphere: — 


“(i)  Central  heating  appliances,  including 
steam  and  hot-water  boilers,  warm-air 
furnaces,  floor  furnaces,  and  recessed 
heaters. 

“(ii)  Unit  heaters  and  duct  furnaces. 

"(iii)  Gas-fired  incinerators. 

“(iv)  Any  appliance  installed  for  domestic  pur¬ 
poses  having  an  input  rating  in  excess  of 
50,000  B.t.u.  per  hour,  except  those  listed 
in  section  5.1.2. 

“(v)  Water-heaters,  except  those  listed  in  sec¬ 
tion  5.1.2. 

“(vi)  Automatically  controlled  appliances  which 
use  more  than  5,000  B.t.u.  per  hour. 

“(vii)  Room  or  space  heaters,  except  those  listed 
in  section  5.1.2. 

“(viii)  Automatically  controlled  appliances  which 
use  less  than  5,000  B.t.u.  per  hour,  unless 
equipped  with  an  automatic  pilot  or  a 
flame-responsive  fuel  shut-off  device. 

“(ix)  Appliances  equipped  with  gas-conversion 
burners. 

“(x)  Appliances  which  have  draught  hoods 
supplied  by  the  manufacturer. 

“(6)  Venting  Industrial  Equipment. — Industrial 
equipment  shall  be  vented  in  accordance  with 
manufacturer’s  specifications,  or  if  such  specifica¬ 
tions  are  not  available  the  venting  shall  be  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  sound  engineering  principles  and 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer-Surveyor.” 

1  I.  By  inserting  section  5.1.2  after  section  5.1.1, 
as  follows: — 

“  5.1.2  Appliances  Not  Required  to  Be  Vented. 
— (i)  Radiant  heaters  which  are  installed  in  a 
masonry  fireplace  with  an  approved  opening  in  the 
damper.

“Any  appliance,  excluding  domestic  gas  ranges, 
installed  in  the  same  room  which,  if  not  vented, 
would  make  the  total  input  rating  of  the  unvented 
gas  appliances  as  great  as  30  B.t.u.  per  hour  per 
cubic  foot  of  room  content  shall  be  flue  or  vent 
connected  or  provided  with  approved  means  for 
exhausting  the  flue  gases  to  the  outside  atmosphere. 
Where  the  room  or  space  in  which  they  are  in¬ 
stalled  is  directly  connected  to  another  room  or 
space  by  a  doorway,  archway,  or  other  opening  of 
comparable  size  which  cannot  be  closed,  volume 
of  such  adjacent  room  or  space  may  be  included 
in  the  calculation.” 

12.  By  substituting  for  the  words  “25  U.S. 
gauge,”  in  the  second  line  of  section  5.4.1.,  the 
words  “  28  U.S.  gauge.” 

13.  By  striking  out  all  of  section  5.6.1.,  and  sub¬

“  5.6.1  Where  an  inside  vent  is  impractical  and 
climatic  conditions  are  favourable,  an  Inspector 
may  approve  the  use  of  an  outside  vent. 

“  Outside  vents  shall  be  of  an  approved  double¬ 
wall  type  for  the  entire  length  of  the  vent.  The 
vent  shall  project  above  the  eave  of  the  building, 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  height  be  less  than  that 
required  by  section  5.5.3. 

“  Where  it  is  impractical  to  vent  an  appliance 
into  an  approved  gravity  flue  or  vent,  an  approved 
system  of  power-venting  shall  be  employed  which 
prevents  the  operation  of  the  appliance  if  draught 
fails. 

“  Outside  flues  or  vents  shall  not  terminate 
directly  below  a  window,  door,  or  intake  ventilator, 
or  within  4  feet  thereof.  No  flue  or  vent  shall 
project  from  a  building  into  any  street  other  than 
a  lane.”
